T. Watson and the 
George firowdy, With a crew ol four 
Tie WataoB waa rcportad irom itttit 
K»e flghting her way agaiaat the 
Iteavy ice In the middle of the river 
It is considered extremely doubtful 
whether she will be able to survive 
The Browdy la off the mouth of Sandy 
Creek In an exactly simitar poaition 
The residents of the river towns have 
been wariWid of t!ie appioacliing h e 
and preparations have been made to 
flee to bisher ground in the 4vnt of 
the ice gorfing agaAu, cauting the riv- 
er to overDow. 

The ice gorged again at .Montros 
Six Mile Ferry and SharpsBurg and 
it was still intact at Brilliant staUon 
At Montrose it is piled 30 feet high 
from shore to shore. The rree-port 
road is under two fcMt of water and 
all the houses along the road are part 
, ly submerged. Rope's ferry waa com- 
pletely wrecked and two sand boats 
biadly damaged. The lower sections 
of Verone and Creswii k are unde 
water and many houses flooded. 

The gorge began to move again at 
ebarpsbHrg, f9ur q^Ies abov* the 
city. It is 14 miles In length and the 
bead reached Pittsburg about noon. 
tk> far no serious damage has result- 
ed nere, but the river is rising fast 
asd the residents in the flat tactlona 
ai« preparing for a flood. Fears are 
entertained for the new Fort Wayne 
railroad bridge and heavy loaded 
freight cars '^^ve been placed on it to 
hold It down. A heavy rain fell all 
^wrning and from 20 to 60 feet of 
water is predieted. If It rca«he* 26 
feet the lowlands will be submerged, 
causing the luspension of work in 
OBfligr plants and enforcing idleness 
ilpoa all condltlona of wdrkikglnen. 
At Sylvania and Verona water quick- 
ly backed up aud 500 people are 
l^nneleaa 

Towns Flooded. 
Ashevllle, N. C, Feb. 28.— All rail- 
way tralBc in the mountains is com- 

pletely paralyzed as a result of the 
Ktorm. The French Hroad river is the 
highest ever known, all manufactur- 
In plants on tj^e banks have been 
fprced to close. A large number of 
Ifouses on Uie lowlands near the river 
were cut off by the water and the oc- 
cupants were taken out in boat*. The 
river rose over a 13-foot wall at l^r- 
ahall, N C, and flooded the town, 
^jfyeral mmII freight wrecks are re- 
portiM. Tm water is reported 10 feet 
de^ in one place on the Murphy di- 
vision of the Southern rallw&y. In 
AabtTllIe car traljlc was suspended. 

Lives Lost. 
AtlanU. Feb. SiB.— The storm which 
«W6i»t ' ov«r th* aoutbeasdern gulf 
wtates has apparently passed north 
idid out to sea, Charleston feeling its 
Co^i^ th« wind regits^tering 43 miles 
a^ Ii^Mir. The heavy raips have raised 
water to flood height in the Chat- 
tAboochie, Alabama, Ocmulge* and 
tjavannab rivers and financial damage 
is reported in Georgia and Alabama. 
Four Uvea were lost as a result of a 
v^k caused by a washout near Mc- 
l)6oough, Ga. Numerous freight 
-^f!9<i}l!^ occurred from the same oause.

Washington. Feb. 28. — .\r soon as 
the Journal was approved in the sen- 
ate, Mr. Burrows preaented a resolu- 
tion of censure upon Senators Till- 
man and McLaurlB. Following Is the 
full tent of the resolution recommend- 
ed by the committee: "That it is the 
Judgment of the senate that the sena- 
tors from South Carolina, Benjaman 
R. Tillman and John L. McLaurin, for 
disorderly behavior and flagrant vio- 
lation of the rulee of the senate dur- 
ing the open session of the senate on 
the 22nd day of February, deaervi 
the censure of the senate and they 
are hereby so censured for fhc ir br( a( h 
of the privileges and dignity of thfs 
body; and from and after the adop- 
tion of this resolution the order ad- 
Judging them in contempt of the sen- 
ate shall be no longar force and 
effecjt. " 

The report of the conuoittee further 
says that the offense of Tillman was 
much greater than that of McIySurin. 

.Mr. Dailey pres-ented a report of the 
Democrats agreeing to the resolution, 
but diaaenting from the majority that 
there were a difference in the gravity 
of the offense. They also diagrei d td 
the view.-; of the majority that a k« na- 
tor might be suspended. The report 
of. the three dissenting Republicans 
submitted by Mr. McComas asserted 
that the offenses of the South Caro- 
lina senators were uncciual ami pun- 
ishment should not be the same, the 
minority repott favtorinc atiapenslon 
of McLaurin for five days and of Till- 
man for 20 days. Mr Pritchard did 
not concur with McComas and Bever- 
iuge, as to infliction of punishment of 
McLaurlB and asserted that he had 
already been aufflciently punished. 

Tha roll was called on the adoption 
of the report naajority of commit- 
tee on privileges and elections.

The latter declined to vote 
Mr. Tillman also declined to vote 
saying "That among gentlemen an 
apology for offenses committed in the 
heat of blood was auljlcient." Mr 
Keen (N. J.) having voted in the af- 
firmative, said that in view of the r( 
mark of Mr. Tillman he would change 
his vote. 

When the result of the vote was an 
jounced Mr. Burrows demanded that 
Mr. Tillman's be takes. When tbe 
words were read. Mr. Tillman said 
that he did not intend his words to 
be offensive and If they weee he would 
withdraw them. "Without objection 
said President pro tem. tty *^9J 
will be withdrawn. " 

Mr. Hoar presented an additional 
rule looking to the prevention of such 
occurrahees la the future, wblch was 
referred. 

The conference report upon the con- 
suls bill was then taken up.

Columbus, O., Feb. 28. — Two more 

taxation measures were spriinig in the 
house of reprtseniatives, one a bill by 
Mr. Cole to reduce the state levy, the 
ether, a resolution by .Mr-Fra»er te 
ehange the te^od of asaeselng taxea 
for all purposes and placing valuable 
franchises upon the tax duplicate. 
The Frsser Joint resolution will be 
supported by the state adialnlatratlea 
and will InTolve a change in the state 
constitution If adopted. The re.solu- 
tion provides that the question of an 
amendment shall b9 submitted to the 
people at the fall election of 1903. Its 
principal object Is to tax franchises 
at a value to be fixed by the state leg- 
islature and the secondary to avoid 
the assesament of • taxes upon the 
same property more than once. 

The bill by Mr. Cole to reduce the 
state levy was deckled upon at a con- 
ference in the governor's office be- 
tween Governor Nash. State Auditor 
Oullbert, Secretary of State Layltn and 
several members of the legislature. 
The change made by the hill is very 
material since it only raises a little 
more than .two millions of dollars, 
whereas the old levy brought about 
five and one-half millions Into the 
state treasury. This diffeience is 
made up, however, by the operation of 
the Cole and WllHa tuation bills, 
which have been passed In the house 
and which are now in the senate. 

The standing committee on munici- 
pal affairs reported the municipal 
owserahlp bills offered by Mr. Brack- 
en of Franklin county and by two 
members of the Cuyahoga county del- 
egation, for ind«flnite piMtponemeht. 

The following bills were passed in 
the house: By Senator Hoseift, to au- 
thorize the county conimipsion(rs of 
any county to issue bonds not to ex- 
ceed 1250,000 for the purpose of erect- 
ing a memorial building to ex-soldiers 
and sailors and pioneers (the bill car- 
rying the referendum clause) : Si nator 
Crltee, to require township ti ustevjs to 
keep the fences and grounds of aban- 
doned cemeteries in repair; Mr. Row- 
land, to require low-water alarms to 
he placed upon steam boilers; Mr. 
Tenney, to increase the allowance 
for the burial of ex-soldiers and 
sailors from $35 to $50. to be 
paid by the county (the law being 
ntended to Include soldiers' wives 
or widows, mothers and army nurses). 

Resolutions were adopted in the 
hoftse as follows: By Mr. Melsel. for 
the appointment of a committee to In- 
estigate the canal system (made a 
peclal order for Tuesday) ; Mr. 'Ibom- 
as, to petition congress to amend the 
pension laws so as to apply to army 
nurses having served three month:>; 
llr. Thomas, to investigate the state 
treasury; Senator Royer, to submit to 
vote an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the state to remove the double 
liability of stockholders in corpora- 
tion (referred to Judiciary conunlttee.) 
In the Senate. 
Mr. Burnham Introduced a measure 
rovlding for the appointment by the 
mayor of Hamilton, Butler county of 
a non-partisan police board for that 
town. This bill is said to be the re- 
sult 6f the Democratic factional fight 
In Hamilton, and It is .'said further 
that the h^chwab people are back of 
the bill. 

The committee on privileges and 
elections reported In favor of Senator 
HuvKt. tilt sitting member from Tus- 
carawas county, in the Taylor-Hurst 
contest, and the report of the com- 
mittee waa agreed to by a unanimous 
vote.

The Senate Committee on State Prisons^ 
wh'ch has been iavestigatinK the anony- 
uiouH cliartfes of drunkenness, Kambling 
and other accueatione against the ofiS- 
ciale of the Frankfort penitentiary and 
the Priaon Commi)<sion, has coiDpletcd 
its work and formulated a report which 
was signed b? every Democrat on the 
comniittee. Tlie two I'epuMion mem- 
bers of tbe eoimnittee, White and Hunts- 
man, stated that none of the charges 
had been sustained by any witness, but 
declined to sign tbe report because it 
contained no recommendation that the 
Commissioners be instructed to employ 
no official who drank or gambled whpn 
off duty and because the report contains 
no censure of a contractor who rewarded 
a few gnards for extra good results in 
maoaj^in^ the convicts by giving tbem a 
small present.
